TAX TO BEAR OUT ESTIMATES 


Revenue Expected by Administration 


to Produce $85,000,000. 


Washington, M arch 7.— The income 
tax law bids fair to live up to the 
expectations of the administration by 
producing about $50,000,000 annually 
In revenue, paid by about 425,000 indi­ 
viduals. 
Although treasury officials decided 
not to make public the reports of in­ 
ternal revenue collectors on the in­ 
come tax It became known that more 
than 400,000 individuals had made re­ 
turns in the sixty-three collection dis­ 
tricts up to Monday midnight. 
Officials expect the final figures to 
show at least 25,000 more. 
Including the incorporation tax it 
was estimated that the annual reve­ 
nue from this source would amount 
to about $85,000,000.

In some cases it Ii ad been 
advocated that political campaigns fof 
national officers, including the j>gwii 
dent, vice president, senators ane rep­ 
resentatives, should be under tie di 
reetion of a national organization au­ 
thorized by law and the expenses paid 
by the general government, but that is 
going farther thnn congress w ill do at 
the present time.

George Washington Vanderbilt warn 
the youngest and probably the least 
known of the sons of the late W illiam 
K. Vanderbilt. 
He never took an ac­ 
tive part in the business and financial 
world where other members of tho 
fam ily gained wealth and distinction 
He was a student and a traveler and 
his chief interest was his magnificent 
estate at Biltm ore, near Asheville, N. 
C., where he spent the greater part 
of his time. 
Mr. Vanderbilt was born in the old 
Vanderbilt home at New Dorp, States 
Island, NOV. 
14. 
1862. 
In 
1885 he 
became Interested in the wild moun­ 
tain region of Western North Caro­ 
lina and by successive purchases he 
accumulated an estate of 100,000 acres 
on the French Broad river and laid 
out there a vast park and erected 
buildings on a scale which seldom baa 
been equaled in this country. 
George Vanderbilt's fortune never 
was a factor in W all street. 
He was 
supposed, however, to be one of Amer­ 
ica's wealthiest men. 
He had a n u n 
ber of charities and he spent money 
j without stint upon the development 
I of his mountain estate. 
He seldom 
came to New York, but spent part of 
his 
summers 
at 
Bar 
Harbor. 
Me, 
where he had a handsome home. 
It was estimated by some who k n rv 
Mr. Vanderbilt well that he had loll 
an estate valued at more than $M,~ 
000,000.

Should be Thoroughly Cooled. Cut 
Into Convenient Sizes and Put 
in Brine or Dry Salt 
Meat that is to be cured should al­ 
ways be thoroughly cooled and be 
cut into convenient sizes, before it is 
put into the brine or packed in dry 
salt. 
The pieces 
most 
commonly 
used for this purpose are ham, shoul­ 
der and bacon pieces 
from 
pork; 
and the cheaper cuts, such as the 
plate, shoulder and chuck ribs, of 
beef. 
Mutton is very seldom cured 
and preserved, but is mostly used 
fresh. 
All the pieces that are to go 
through the curing process should 
be well trimmed, so as to have no 
ragged edges or scraggy ends left, 
as these portions will become dry and 
be practically wasted. 
The two methods of curing meat 
that are commonly u ^ d are the 


brine process and dry-curing. 
Brine 
cured meats are probably the best 
for farm use. for several reasons. 
In 
the first place, on most farms it is 
impossible to secure a desirable place 
In wnich to dry-cure. 
It is also less 
trouble to handle the meat when 
the only attention that It requires 
is to properly prepare and pack the 
meat In the vessel, and prepare the 
brine for it. 
Whereas, in the case 
of the dry-curing method, It requires 
considerable time to rub and salt 
the meat at different times.— An­ 
drew Boss, Agriculturist, University 
Farm, St. Paul.
